Yesterday morning seven carloads of ex­ 
cursionists left this city for Placerville, 
to join that people in the celebration of 
the completion of the railroad, which now 
connects the conntv seat of El Dorado with 
the Capital of the State. Four hundred 
and twenty of the best citizens of this com­ 
m unity, many o f them accompanied with 
their wives, composed the party, and a 
more representative one never left this city. 
They were accompanied by the First A r­ 
tillery Band, and every station along the 
road added numbers to swell the party, 
until, when the destination was reached, 
there was bat little standing room left in 
the cars. 
The train palled out of the depot at 7 
o’clock, and soon was rattling up the valley 
toward Folsom. The day was most beauti­ 
ful, the sun shining with a genial warmth, 
and the green grain fields and the bloom­ 
ing orchards lent an additional charm to 
the landscape, which on every hand was 
most beantiful. The train stopped a short 
time at Folsom, where the band played 
several airs on the depot platform. At 
this point an additional engine was at­ 
tached, and soon with a double-header 
they were climbing the foothills toward 
the town of Latrobe. The rolling hills in 
the 
neighborhood of W hite Hock are 
covered with a carpet of green, bedecked 
with beautiful flora, upon which were 
seen 
feeding 
numerous 
dairy 
herds. 
The 
s< entry in the neighborhood of 
Cothrin’s grove, the famous picnic grounds, 
never appeared to better advantage; the 
flora is just putting forth and the large 
spreading oaks are clothed with a new dress 
of green. A halt was made at Latrobe, 
where a num ber of El Doradans joined 
the party. Here the band serenaded the 
hundreds of citizens who had congre­ 
gated there, and the excursionists took a 
sun-bath as they promenaded the depot. 
The scenery from Latrobe to Shingle if 
very sim ilar to that in the neighborhood of 
Cothrin’s grove, and the road on both sides 
is rapidly being put into orchards and vine­ 
yards. 
Front Shingle Springs to Placerville is an 
entirely new road, just completed, and yes­ 
terday’s excursion was the first passenger 
train to run into Placerville. On leaving 
Shingle it passes through Buckeye Flat, 
one of the most fertile valleys in the foot­ 
hill regions. 
It then passes through a tun­ 
nel several hundred feet in length, and on 
emerging the eye rests upon an entirely 
different kind of scenery. 
From redlands, vineyards and orchards: 
from wide-spreading oaks and grain fields 
the transformation brings before you a 
hornblende range, quartz mills, placer 
dunes, pine trees, manzanita covered with 
piuk flora, and chaparral whose beauti­ 
ful white flowers till the air with their fra­ 
grant perfume. Here are to be seen the 
rem ains of ancient placers, the debris of 
hills mined from their sum m it to their 
base; side hills stripped of their soil to the 
bed-rock; mining ditches meandering in 
every direction, and beyond the eye rests 
upon immense pine forests, towering above 
which, some 
thirty miles distant, the 
long 
raDge of Sierras, their summits 
covered 
with snow, 
glittering 
in 
the 
sunlight. 
In 
the 
little 
valleys 
nestle, in meadows green, the farmer’s cot 
surrounded with blooming orchards, while 
the sloping hillsides 
everywhere show 
vineyards of bearing vines and the clear­ 
ings recently made for the new vineyards 
and orchards that are being put out this 
season. 
The 
historic 
town of 
El 
Dorado, “ Old 
Mud Springs,” is next 
passed. 
The 
road 
passes through 
the edge of 
the town 
ami 
through 
several fine orchards. This at one tim e 
was a piace of many hundred inhabitants, 
and to-day is a prosperous town, the dis­ 
tributing point for a valuable mining and 
agricultural section. The next object of 
interest is the high trestle over Webber 
creek, over 112 feet in hight, and one of 
the finest structures of the kind upon the 
coast. The scenery along the south slope 
of Hangtown creek, just this side of Pla­ 
cerville, is grand, and presents a landscape 
of farming country unsurpassed. 
At 11:30 o’clock the train pulled into the 
lower end of the town of Placerville, 
amidst the firing of cannon, the ringing of 
bells, and the loud buzzahs of fully two 
thousand people who had assembled to bid 
them welcome. 
It would be difficult to even attem pt to 
describe the open-armed reception that the 
peopie of the mountains extended to their 
neighbors of the valley. Their band played 
“ Hail to the Chief,” and the committees, 
and they were numerous, took charge of 
the visitors as soon as they had alighted 
from the cars. The entire city was decor­ 
ated with the national colors. ’'Old Glory” 
was 
flung to the breeze from 
every 
flag-stafl, the fire companies were out in 
fuil uniform, as w s also the G. A. K. 
Post, hundreds oí El Dorado’s 
fairest 
daughters were receiving, and the people of 
the valley capitulated. To be captured by 
such a galaxy of beauty was more pleasant 
than the winning of u victory on a battle­ 
field. 
Among the excursionists were many who 
had formerly lived in El Dorado, and soon 
they were hand-shaking with old com­ 
rades. Many had not been in Placerville 
for m any years, but the enthusiasm of the 
peopie, coupled with the remembrance of 
the old-time days, rejuvenated them, and 
the hills looked down in memory as they 
did more than thirty years ago, when the 
too's of their profession was a pick, pan 
and shovel. 
FORMAL WELCOME. 
A t the depot, which is only partially 
completed, a rude platform 
had been 
erected. After music by the hand Hon. G. 
J. Carpenter called the assemblage to order, 
and introduced Hon. George E. Williams, 
Superior Judge of Ei Dorado county, who 
delivered an interesting and eloquent ad­ 
dress of welcome. 
He said they had assembled to celebrate 
an event of no small import to El Dorado 
county. The completion of the railroad to 
Placerville. connecting us with the State 
capital, and thereby the rest of the world, 
marks the beginning of a new era in our 
prosperity. 
He gave a brief history of the 
first railroad in this State, that of the Sac­ 
ramento Valley to Folsom, which was be­ 
gun in 1S54. Two companies were organ­ 
ized that year—the Sacramento Valley, the 
one now in operation, and the Sacramento 
Railroad Company, which was 
to run 
along the banks of the American to the 
then prosperous town of Mormon Island. 
The latter abandoned their organization, 
and never attempted to build the road, 
and the town of Folsom 
was 
made, 
by the 
term inus 
at 
that 
point 
of 
the 
other. 
W hether 
the Sacramento 
Valley road 
was 
a financial success 
he could not say. Time rolled on, and in 
1859 an im portant discovery was made in 
Nevada just beyond the Sierras. Stories of 
silver mines reported to be fabulously rich 
were heralded from beyond the mountains. 
Californians 
rather unwillingly rejected 
the rumors, but they soon became estab­ 
lished facts. In going across the moun­ 
tains they selected the route through Pla­ 
cerville, and all through the winters of 
1859, '60 and Mil, and duriDg the summer 
seasous also, all the material for the silver 
land passed through this city. 
The mines proved valuable, their perm a­ 
nency was established, and enterprising 
men with capital constructed highways 
along our foothills and over onr mountains, 
wide, smooth and of easy grade, such as 
are found nowhere else when the obstacles 
to overcome are considered. Business to 
an enormous extent was carried on over 
the** highways, and miles of teams in the 
freighting business could be seen at any I 
time headed for Nevada. The idea was 
then advanced that the railroad must be 
completed to Placerville. A company was 
formed of citizens of El Dorado county for 
that purpose. They put in their money, 
but soon found that their consolidated cap -; 
ital was insufficient; it cemt more to buiid | 
railroads then than it does now, and far 
more -han they expected. 
They appealed j 
for aid to the people of this citv and ; 
the people of thp county. 
It was left to a 
vote of the people, and they decided by a 


large majority in both cases to issue bonds, 
the city 1,000 bonds of $100, each, and the 
county 2,000, making a total of $300.000. 
These two corporations 
became stock­ 
holders, paying for the stock with their 
bonds. The county had a majority and 
for a time had control of affairs, naming 
the officers of the corporation. 
Unfortu­ 
nately this money was only enough to build 
the road to Shingle Springs. 
At this 
time another 
competitor 
appeared in 
the 
field, 
in 
the 
shape 
of 
the 
National Government, which at that par­ 
ticular time saw the necessity for a trans­ 
continental railway, and in order to secure 
it gave large loans of bonds and grants of 
public lands. Some said the construction 
ot a road across the Sierras was impractica­ 
ble. However, in Sacramento were found 
men of capital who were willing to risk 
and did risk their private fortunes in this 
enterprise. The men who had constructed 
these magnificent grades and turnpikes 
over the Sierras laughed at the idea ol 
building 
a railroad over the 
Sierras 
at all, and were satisfied that 
such 
a thing could 
not 
be 
accomplished 
over 
the 
Dutch 
F lat 
route. 
If 
it 
were within the possibilities to cross the 
Sierras at all, it must be via Placerville. 
El Dorado men were mistaken. The rail­ 
road engineers surveyed the Dutch Flat 
route, the road builders followed and soon 
the iron horse that climbed the western 
slope from the Sacramento valley was 
scampering across the plain of Nevada be­ 
yond the Sierras. 
W hen the Central 
Pacific had reach a point high enough in 
the mountains to command the Comstock 
freight, our little road was almost stopped 
and the graded turnpikes of our mountains, 
that it had cost millions of dollars to con­ 
struct, were rendered almost worthless. 
El Dorado county, this section, went to 
sleep twenty years ago. and to-day she 
awakens from a Rip Van W inkle sleep. 
Here in this grand excursion train is the 
evidence of our awakening. 
W hat we 
m ust now consider is, what bearing will 
the bringing of this road into Placerville 
have 
on 
its 
future prosperity. 
The 
topography, the scenery of this section onr 
visitors have it laid before them to-day in 
ail its panoramic splendor. You can gaze 
upon our vineyards, our orchards, our 
immense forests, the Sierras beyond capped 
with the snows of many winters, can 
breathe an atmosphere of perfect purity and 
enjoy a climate unsurpassed. 
We have water and soil. Our county is 
threaded 
with 
pure, crystalline living 
streams, and if necessary, by a storing pro­ 
cess, our water supply can be increased ten­ 
fold. 
We have 1,250.000 acres of land within 
our county borders, an area almost as large 
as the State of Delaware, and larger than 
that of Rhode Island. A large percentage 
of this area is capable of raising fruits and 
vineyards equal to any other section in 
California. 
We must, however, not forget one th in g ; 
fruit caunot be raised in this nor no other 
country without labor. A country where 
nature is the only producer, and where the 
native lives upon that which grows natur­ 
ally, it has been truthfully said of that class 
of beings, “they are neither fit for earth nor 
heaven.” 
It is a well known fact that those coun­ 
tries that have produced the highest civil­ 
ization are those where man must work or 
die. 
W hat we must first do is to bring our 
land and water together. 
We have seen 
enough from efforts in the past to estab­ 
lish the fact that this county with its su­ 
perior advantages is capable of supporting 
a 
large 
population. 
We must have 
a m arket for our products. The products 
of our soil are dependent for their value 
upon the demand. We can now place them 
on the cars at our own doors and foilow 
them to Sacramento. There they radiate 
to the north, east and south. Following 
them they go to the banks of the Missouri 
and Mississippi, where they branch off to 
the lakes on the north, the gulf on the 
south and the Atlantic seaboard on the 
east. The railroad gives us the entire con­ 
tinent for a market. Plant more fruit and 
your larger production will bring cheaper 
transportation. Time is working out better 
results in lrcight rate3 than all legislation 
conceived can ever do. Im m igrants are 
coming to our coast by thousands, and the 
goods they require from the East now are 
more than three transcontinental roads 
can handle. Our possibilities are beyond 
calculation. We will have arty number of 
transcontinental roads, and the day will 
come when the cost of transportation cl 
fruit to the Atlantic coast will not be one- 
tenth of what it is to day. 
H e made a strong appeal to the native 
sons and daughters of El Dorado to tiil the 
soil. They have a land of which they 
should be proud. Cultivate your native 
hills and dales with your hands assisted 
by the experience ot your narents and 
with all the judgment your intellect can 
bring to bear. Bmld up happy homes and 
in those homes will be found all the pearls 
of happiness obtainable in this life. 
We have with us to day the Governor of 
the State of California arid to him , on be­ 
half of the people of this city, we bid 
hearty welcome. To the Mayor o f Sac­ 
ramento and the President of tier Board of 
Trade the saute cordial greeting is ex­ 
tended, as it is to all the people of the 
Capital City who have this day honored us 
with their presence. 
Sacramento lias had a history, one that 
should teacli all men to be ever ready to 
defend his home from the elements. 
He 
gave a brief sketch of the fires and floods of 
1852, ami said many of* her citizens were 
discouraged, and some proposed to pull up 
and leave and go to Sutterville. Others, 
and they were in the majority, said. “ N o ; 
we came to stay and stay we will.” They 
rebuilt of brick and surrounded themselves 
with an earthen wall. Again, in 1801 J, 
the town was flooded. Again was there a cry 
to give up, but brave hearts, for which that 
city has ever been noted, raised theirstreets, 
and again raised the earthen walls, and to­ 
day she is safe from the elements, the sec­ 
ond city in California, and no telling what 
she will be in the future. 
El Dorado always stood by Sacramento. 
In the palmy days of this county, when 
her representation in the halls of legisla­ 
tion was a power, her vote was ever given 
to the Capital. We know we have the sym­ 
pathies of Sacramento, the best wishes of 
her public-spirited citizens and her press, 
and who could ask for a better expression 
of her loyalty than we have in this im ­ 
mense excursion to-dav. 
We wish you all 
a hearty and cordial welcome. 
[Cheers ] 


SPEECH OF MR. STEFFENS. 
Mr. Carpenter then introduced as the 
next speaker Joseph Stetlens, President of 
the Sacramento Board of Trade.

H e said this was his first visit to Hangtown 
since 1850, when he worked in a ravine 
some two miles outside of; the] then lively 
m ining camp. H is business was rocking á 
cradle. 
He assured the ladies that there 
was no baby in the cradle: on the con­ 
trary. he rocked for gold. H e made a short 
address, complimenting the citizens on the 
completion of the road, assuring them that 
El Dorado was one of the finest counties in 
the State and ere long would be one of the 
most prosperous. H e made m any hum or­ 


ous allusions to his pioneer days passed in 
the foothills of that section.

The line of march was up Spring street 
to Colonia, down Colonia to Main, np 
Main to Sigwert’s Opera House. Here the 
head of the column formed in open order 
and the Sacramento people marched be­ 
tween the lines and into the hall. 


THE BANQUET. 
The hall was most beautifully and taste­ 
fully decorated witli burning, evergreens 
and flowers. Over the front entrance bad 
been erected a beautiful arch, upon which, 
in letters of gold, was written the word 
“ Welcome.” The arch was supported by 
two magnificent columns embellished with 
the foliowing letters in silver: W. A. N. 
C. W . T. C. O. O. S. B. R. R., which was 
interpreted to re a d a s follows: “ We are 
now connected with the Capital of our 
State by railroad.” 
The interior of the Opera House was el­ 
egantly decorated. Four long tables ex­ 
tended the entire length of the hall, upon 
which was laid covers for 500 persons. The 
tables were covered with snow-white linen, 
the dishes and glassware was of the best, 
the floral pieces were numerous and as to 
the eatables all who partook of the sum pt­ 
uous banquet said they never sat down tc 
a banquet that equaled it either in quality 
or quantity. 
The 
roast 
yellow-legged 
chicken would have tickled the palate of a 
circuit riding preacher, while the roasi 
meats and cold dishes, pies, cakes and 
confections were onlv such as can 
be 
cooked by those who have graduated in 
the culinary art. Tea, coffee and milk 
were served and the one hundred young 
ladies that waited upon the table lent an 
additional charm, and one that will not 
soon be forgotten by the young men pres­ 
ent from the Capital City. The first table. 
500, was enirelv of Sacraiueuto people. 
The Artillery Band occupied the stage, 
where a table was also spread for them.

P. E. Platt. President of the California 
Fruit Union was called upon to respond to 


the sentiment, ” The Fruit Interests of Cal­ 
ifornia,” and in an extended address re­ 
viewed the subject from the inception ot 
the business to the present time, with fa­ 
vorable prophecy respecting its future. As 
the President of the Fruit Union and as 
one of the heaviest shippers to Eastern 
markets, the speaker had had ample op­ 
portunity to become thoroughly familiar 
with the questions of fruit-growing and 
shipping; he had during the past fifteen 
years made the business in all its branches 
a constant study, and both by observation 
and experiment had learned many things 
necessary to know in order to successfully 
handle so perishable and uncertain a pro­ 
duct. 
The speaker dwelt at some length on the 
necessity of thoroughness on the part of 
the fruit-grower. F ruit growing and ship­ 
ping are but two branches of the same 
great industry—though separate and dis­ 
tinct, they are inseparably connected and 
the one is dependent upon and necessary 
to the other. The horticulturist m ust he 
thorough in all the varied departments of 
his profession. H e must select the proper 
ground; 
m ust 
properly 
prepare 
i t ; 
select the varieties of fruit best adapted 
and most profitable; then when his orchard 
is finally in full bearing and he begins to 
reap the benefits of his labor and care, he 
must by his constant vigilance and care 
protect his trees front the many pests 
which will prey upon them. 
After he has 
done his full duty, and has produced a 
quality of fruit such as Californians are 
proud to show to our Eastern friends, then 
the shipper must by intelligent methods so 
place the fruit in the East as to obtain best 
results. A few practical hints were given 
touching the method of assorting, packing 
and shipping, and the varieties of fruits 
most desirable. 
Mr. Platt then spoke of the Fruit Union, 
This institution is endeavoring, by intelli­ 
gent efforts, to bring about various reforms 
that seem to be necessary to the success of 
the fruit interest of California—a business 
that bids fair soon to eclipse in magnitude 
and importance all others in the State. 
First, by a consolidation ot the shipping 
interests, the Union hopes to bring to bear 
a sufficient influence to induce the Trans­ 
portation 
Companies 
throughout 
the 
United States, to so moderate 
freight 
charges on 
fruit lrom 
California 
as 
to 
make 
it 
possible 
to 
lav down 
tbe product in all principal 
cities 
at 
moderate cost, so that instead of being a 
luxury obtainable only by the wealthy, it 
toav be an article of daily consumption by 
the masses. Secondly, through like influ­ 
ence tbe Union hopes to secure for this 
perishable class of production rapid transit, 
so that it may reach destination in good 
order, which is now frequently impossible. 
Thirdly, by proper distribution the Union 
hopes to do away, in a measure, with 
ruinous competition. Ail these benefits 
may not be had in a single season, but the 
speaker had faith to believe that in due 
time this great industry, now in its infancy, 
would grow to gigantic proportions, and 
instead of, as last year, 2,000 cats of fruit 
leaving Sacramento, the number might 
soon be swelled to 5,000 that would start on 
their Eastern journey from this great fruit 
distributing center. 
Referring particularly 
to 
El Dorado 
county, the speaker felt perfectly at home 
in talking to an audience in Placerville. 
For ten years the house of which he was a 
managing member had made a specialty of 
the work of finding a market for the Iruits 
of El Dorade county, and every fruit­ 
grower in the county knew him . There 
can be no doubt as .to the future of horti­ 
culture in F.1 Dorado. No flowery language 
of flowing rhetoric is needed to' extol the 
beauty or the quality of her peach, her 
Bartlett pears, her grapes and her plums. 
All that was needed was to properly place 
them before the consumers in the East 
ami they would be appreciated. 
Last year 
some fifty carloads of fruit were sent "in a 
green state from El Dorado county. W ith 
proper effort on the part of the' growers 
there is no reason why 200 cars may not be 
sent three years later and 500 in six 
years. 
There is practically no lim it to 
what El Dorado can do in this line. 
Sacramento, the natural railroad center 
of the fruit shipments of California, re- 
j tice3 to-day in the completion of another 
link in the great network of railroads that 
surrounds her, and she heartily congratu­ 
laos the fruit-growers of El Dorado on se­ 
curing such greatly increased facilities for 
tbe moving of their crops as is afforded by 
the road to Placerville. All the various 
fruit-producing districts can but have a 
joint interest with each other, and El Do­ 
rado can now say to Sacramento, San Jose, 
PJacer, Solano, Yuba. Y’olo, and the other 
great fruit-producing counties, we are now 
on a common level and we shall see who 
will win the struggle for supremacy. 
Lack of space forbids a more extended 
report of Mr. Platt's remarks, which were 
listened to with much interest.

"California Pioneers.” Responded to by 
P. S. Lawson, President of the Sacramento 
organization. 
District Attorney Elwood Bruner, of Sac­ 
ramento, responded to the toast “ The La­ 
dies.” Mr. Bruner began by saying that 
Governor Waterman, who had referred in 
complimentary terms to the ladies of P la­ 
cerville, should not, by reason of his gray 
huirs and great experience, be allowed to 
say more on that subject than a younger 
man. The speaker said that he couid prove 
his good opinion of the ladies of Placer­ 
ville from the fact that, having visited Pla­ 
cerville on a former occasion his remarks 
to his wife on the manner of his reception 
had induced her to accompany him on 
this occasion, though no invitation had 
been extended to her by him . Mr. Bruner 
then referred to the trials undergone by 
the pioneers in coming to California, anil 
their heroism in overcoming the various 
obstacles that obstructed their journey ; uf 
their hard-fought battles for gold and 
honor, and of the ultim ate success that 
crowned their efforts. But side by side 
with the sturdy pioneers; sharing the trials 
and privations of their husbands ; sympa­ 
thizing with them in misfortune; rejoicing 
in their triumphs; ever ready to soothe or 
cheer, were the brave and patient women, 
who sacrificed all but love to come to Cali­ 
fornia’s shores. Our purest thoughts and 
brightest wishes should to-day be extended 
to the pioneer women ot California, many 
of whom, with hearts full of gratitude, re­ 
joice with us to-day. The speaker then 
continued: “ We have come to you to-day 
with hearts full of good-will, we rejoice 
with you in the fact that your long de­ 
ferred hopes are at last realized; the bands 
of steel which now unite the valley with 
the mountain will bring us together into 
closer and kindlier relations. 
W ith no 
county in the State has Sacramento been 
more closely identified than with old El 
Dorado. But we want to, and will become 
better acquainted with you. 
We want to 
see your beautiful valleys teeming with the 
products of orcliard. vineyard and farm; 
your hilltops «ow ned with beautiful resi­ 
dences, and yourselves happy and con­ 
tented in the lull fruition of life’s noblest 
endeavors.”

Citizens with carriages took Sacramen­ 
taos all over town, and in the afternoon 
many climbed to the sum m it of Sacra­ 
mento bill, where they could obtain a good 
view of the entire city and the surround­ 
ing country. 
Placerville is, indeed, a beautiful city. 
She is backed by a splendid fruit belt, and 
is in the center of an excellent mining sec­ 
tion. It is a well-built town, has handsome 
scbool-houses, churches and public build­ 
ings, and a boat 3,000 inhabitants. Con­ 
nected as she now is with theontside world 
by rail, there is nothing impossible in her 
future. 
Tbe excursionists left Placerville at 5:15 
p. M, and arrived home shortly before 9. 
There was not a hoodlum in the party ; 
there was a total absence of drunkenness 
and there was not a single occurrence dur­ 
ing the trip that tended in the least to mar 
the pleasures of the day. All came home 
pleased with the trip, ready at any and all 
times to say that ttiey were never more 
royally treated and entertained tban they 
were yesterday by the whole-souled and 
hospitable cirizens of Placerville, “ The 
Queen of the Mountains.” 
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M a r y s v il l e, March 29th.—W. D. Ride­ 
out was interviewed by an Appeal reporter 
to-day in regard to the published report 
that he would soon undertake the con­ 
struction of a railroad from this city to 
Knight's Landing.

ANOTHER AT PR A IR IE CITY. 
B aker C i t y . March 29th.—The stage 
from Prairie City brings news of a fire in 
that place last Monday which destroyed 
the Odd bellows Hall, postoffice and sev­ 
eral small dwellings.

A bombshell was exploded in tbe United 
States District Court to-day during the trial 
of ex-Customs Inspectors Ciprico, McLean 
and Whaley, who were indicted in connec­ 
tion with A. W . Boyd for fraud and con­ 
spiracy in dealing in Chinese return cer­ 
tificates. 
Boyd made a clean breast of the whole 
affair, and told how the ring sent Heinz to 
China loaded down with return certificates 
for Chinamen. H e was kept supplied by 
every steamer with a fresh stock, which 
were sold in China and the proceeds di­ 
vided by the conspirators. H e explained 
at length the methods by which the frauds 
were practiced. 
I. E. Kipp and E. Heinz have been ar­ 
rested on the strength of Boyd’s testimony. 


bo v d’s c o n fe s s io n . 
Boyd testified as follows: “ I have been 
in the Government service as a Custom 
Inspector, being employed in the Regis­ 
tration Bureau. 
It was my duty to issue 
certificates to Chinese desiring to return to 
China. Frequently visited the out-going 
steamers, and took up the white tags and 
gave the red certificates in their place. Mr. 
Morton was Surveyor of the Port at the 
time. Was 
acquainted 
with 
Ciprico, 
Whaley and McLean. The latter was em­ 
ployed in taking the statements of the 
Chinese on the incoming steamers. Cipri- 
co’s duty was to compare the incoming 
Chinamen with the description on the cer­ 
tificate, and, if they conformed to the de­ 
scriptions on the certificate, to land them, 
the certificates then being canceled. Know 
A. Heinz. .Met him during the early part 
of 1885. On one occasion he came to my 
house, and he was met there afterward by 
Ciprico. Arranged the sending of red cer­ 
tificates to China. Met Mr. Heinz the next 
day on the China steamer, just before she 
sailed, and in the presence of Mr. Ciprico 
gave Heinz the certificates. The steamer 
left here on January 10, 1885. Before that, 
however, I met Heinz, Ciprico and Mc­ 
Lean in a saloon on Post street, and dis­ 
cussed the m atter of sending the certifi­ 
cates to China. The name of the saloon I 
have forgotten.” 


CERTIFICATES OBTAINED BY FRAUD. 
Mr. McPike here produced a bundle of 
the red certificates and, handing one of 
them to the witness, asked him what it 
was. The witness replied: “A cancelled 
red certificate. 
It is sim ilar to the one we 
gave Heinz to take to China to dispose of. 
The certificates given to Heinz to take to 
China were bona fide certificates, except that 
they were obtained by fraud. The aptili- 
cants for them had no intention of going to 
China, ami after they were signed and 
sealed by the proper" officials they were 
brought back to the Registration Bnreau 
and the witness took possession of them. 
After Heinz's departure for China, cer­ 
tificates were sent to him there to dispose 
of. 
Ciprico and McLean were present 
when I sent these certificates. Some of 
these certificates were given to Ciprico and 
were by him sent to China. The under­ 
standing was that ail Chinamen to whom 
the certificates were sold were to be sent to 
this country on steamers, in order that 
Ciprico might supervise their landing.” 


A SENSATIONAL SCENE. 
The scene while Boyd was talking was 
intensely dramatic. Boyd shifted uneasily 
in his chair, and spoke in a low voice. His 
face at times was fairly livid. Judge Hull- 
m an’s face wore a smile, for the testimony 
bore out what he had said about the frauds 
to the Grand Jury in 1885. Ciprico never 
moved his eyes from Boyd, and his dark 
face grew darker as the de'tails of the con­ 
spiracy were elucidated. 
The spectators and jurym en listened in 
open-mouthed wonder to Boyd’s narration, 
and so iutense was the attention paid to the 
tale th a tl o’clock passed before the Court 
became aware that the tim e for the recess 
had passed.

The opening of the line of railroad to 
Placerville, the seat of government oí E l 
Dorado county, was yesterday inaugurated 
by an excursion of citizens from this place 
and a celebration at Placerville of the 
most joyous ami demonstrative character. 
The opening of the road is an event of 
the utmost importance 
to Ei Dorado 
county, of much moment to Sacramento, 
and of lively interest to all the State. 
It 
brings a large, rich and but partly devel­ 
oped section of California into immediate 
market relations with the seats of com­ 
merce, and connects it with all the great 
lines of transportation of the United 
States. 
A ll railroad extension has the 
effect of largely eliminating time and dis­ 
tance between m arkets; between producers 
and consumers, and thus reducing tfa? risks 
of production and enlarging the oppor­ 
tunities of industry. 
The fact that rail­ 
way connection is complete between New 
York’and Florida, brings the Florida pro­ 
ducer as much nearer to the New York 
consuming and distributing market, as is 
represented by the difference between the 
time now occupied in transit and that 
necessary prior to the construction of the 
connecting railway lines.

were built,

LOCAL INTELLIGENCE. 


W ants to G et O at. 
Palemón Ortega will be brought before 
Judge Armstrong this morning on a writ Of 
habeas corpus, issued on the 27th by Judge 
Van Fleet on the motion of L. J. Maddux, 
of Ventura county, attorney for petitioner. 
The petition for the writ sets forth that 
Palemón Ortega is unlawfully imprisoned 
and restrained of Lis liberty by Chas. Aull, 
Warden of the átate Prison at Folsom. 
Ortega was found guilty on the 16th of 
July, 1886, of an assault with a deadly 
weapon, in the Superior Court of Ventura 
county. He was sentenced to two years’ 
imprisonment in the State Prison at Fol­ 
som and to pay a fine of $1,000. In case 
the fine was not paid at the expiration of 
the term of two years he was to be im­ 
prisoned until the fine was duly satisfied in 
the proportion of one day's imprisonment 
for every dollar of the fine. That Ortega 
was delivered by the Sherifl of Ventura 
county to the Warden of the State Prison 
at Folsom on the 26th of July, 1886, and 
has ever since been restrained of his liberty 
by virtue of the judgment. That by the 
terms of the Goodwin Act the two years’ 
imprisonment expired on the 26th day of 
March, 1888, and that petitioner is now im­ 
prisoned for the non-payment of the fine, 
and for no other reason. Wherefore pe­ 
titioner prays that he be restored to his 
liberty. 
Warden Aull, in making return to the 
writ, recites the facts of the imprisonment 
as above, and attaches a copy of the judg­ 
ment upon which be holds Ortega. He 
also states that he is detained as a prisoner 
for the non-payment of the line named in 
the judgment. 
A Ju st A ppointm ent. 
Governor Waterman has appointed Hon. 
H. O. Beatty as one of the Sacramento 
Funded Debt Commissioners, vice C. R. 
Parsons, term expired, and removed from 
the city. The appointment is an emi­ 
nently just one. 
Judge Beatty is the 
author of the scheme of the Commission. 
No man understands it better than he, or 
is more intelligently and thoroughly con­ 
versant with all the details of the city’s 
funded debt. To the study of the subject 
and the wisest administration of the muni­ 
cipal government, so far as it related to the 
debt, he gave a great deal of the time of 
some of the best years of his useful life. 
Judge Beatty while upon the Commission 
became the subject of some severe and un­ 
warranted criticism, and was libeled by 
journalistic misrepresentation of his pub­ 
lic spirited coarse. His services UDon the 
Commission so many years were laborious 
and without other reward than the con­ 
sciousness that he was serving the good of 
the people of his home. His reappoint­ 
ment to the Commission, from which he 
withdrew a few years ago, is a just tribute 
to worth, unselfish devotion to public in­ 
terests, and broad ability to cope with the 
difficult subject the Commission has in 
hand. The Board now consists of ex-Gov­ 
ernor Newton Booth, Judge H. 0. Beatty 
and Sparrow Smith

Jud ge Van F leet Sustained. 
The Supreme Court has affirmed the de­ 
cision rendered by Judge Van Fleet in the 
case of the People vs. Thomas A. Collins, 
known as the “Park Outrage” case. Judge 
Van Fleet was sitting for Judge Wilson in 
the Superior Court of the city and county 
of San Francisco when the case came on 
for trial. The jury found Collins guilty of 
the crime of rape upon the person of Louise 
Bell, in Golden Gate Park, and Judge Van 
Fleet sentenced him to serve a term of 
twenty-five years in the State Prison. An 
appeal was taken on the ground that coun­ 
sel for defendant had been unable to make 
proper preparation for the trial on account 
of a prior engagement. The Court held 
that the defendant’s motive for a continu­ 
ance on this ground was one which ad­ 
dressed itself to the sound discretion of 
the Court below, and ought not to be inter­ 
fered with unless it could be clearly seen 
that there had been an abuse of discretion, 
which was not in this case apparent.

The Board of Fire Commissioners met 
last evening at their hall, President J. T- 
Griffitts presiding, and Commissioners 
Slater and Weil present. Secretary H. I. 
Seymour read the minutes of several regu­ 
lar and special meetings, which were ap­ 
proved. 
The monthly pay-roll was allowed and 
salaries ordered paid, also a number of cur­ 
rent bills. 
On motion of Mr. Weil, a warrant was 
ordered drawn tor $741 50 for the repairs of 
the hose house at Nineteenth and L streets; 
and putting it in order for engine No. 3. 
Sundry bills were audited, allowed and 
ordered paid, amounting to $434 72. 
The report of Chief Engineer O'Meara 
on fires and alarms for the month of March 
was read and ordered on file. 
On motion of President Griffitts fines for 
non-appearance at the fires on the 19th and 
22J were remitted, on the ground that on 
one occasion the whistle did not blow and 
the other the bell did not ring. 
President Griffitts announced that a mo­ 
tion to adjourn sine die would be in order. 
Commissioner Weil said that he was not 
in condition to make a speech, but he 
could not permit the occasion to pass when 
the President of the Board for the past six 
years was about to retire, without express­ 
ing his grateful acknowledgments for the 
many courtesies and favors extended to 
him during the time he had been a mem­ 
ber of the Board. Before he became a 
member of the B ard he had not been 
intimately acquainted with Mr. Griffitts, 
but during the time of their official con­ 
nection he had learned to know him 
as a man true to his word, faithful to his 
trusts; one who had the courage to stand 
up and defend the right and fight against 
wrong, no matter who might be opposed or 
how many slanders were heaped upon 
him. He concluded his eulogistic remarks 
by wishing Mr. Griffitts health, happiness 
and prosperity. 
Mr. Griffitts thanked his colleague for 
his kindly expressions aud returned the 
compliment in a pleasant speech. He re­ 
ferred to the time, thirty-two years ago, 
when they were both connected with the 
old volunteer department He entertained 
the best of feeling towards ail of the Com­ 
missioners, officers and members of the 
Fire Department, and thanked them for 
their cordial support during his long term 
of service. 
On motion of Commissioner Weil the 
old Board then adjourned tine die. 
THE NEW BOARD. 
J. T. Griffitts then introduced his suc­ 
cessor, John Weil. As Mr. Weil had al­ 
ready been a member of the Board for six 
months, by appointment, he did not deem 
it necessary to make any extended remarks. 
He did. however, take occasion to say some 
pretty sharp things about the manner in 
whicti the Board had been abused by an 
evening paper, and said that they could 
draw their own conclusions as to the effect 
it had from the verdict of the people as 
shown at the late election. He referred to 
the condition of the Department, the need 
of more horses, the scarcity of funds and 
the action of the Board of Trustees in re­ 
gard to the same. He did not think they 
had treated the Board of Fire Commis­ 
sioners liberally. 
Commissioner Slater then introduced the 
incoming Commissioner, W. D. Comstock, 
who made a very brief speech, in which he 
stated that he saw no reason why the 
utmost harmony should not prevail in the 
Board. He hoped that the members would 
all work together lor the best interests of 
the Department and of the city. 
Mr. Slater nominated Mr. Comstock as 
President of the Board, and he was elected 
and took his seat at once. 
H. 1. Seymour was unanimously re­ 
elected Secretary. 
Commissioner Weil stated that engine 
No. 3 could not be put in service without 
another span of horses, and on his motion 
the Board decided to purchase another 
span. 
Con. Sullivan tendered his resignation as 
Superintendsnt of the Fire Alarm, which 
wa3 accepted upon the statement of Mr. 
Weil that Mr. Sullivan was ill and desired 
to leave the city for a time. The Commis­ 
sioner said he was sorry to lose so valuable 
a man even for a time. 
The following applications for positions 
were received and placed on file : Drivers, 
John Shannahan, C. J. Rankin, C. R. Hol­ 
land and Rufus Skillen. Extrameu : John 
Grigsby, D. Copola, Peter Heuninger, W.

The resignation of Fritz Geibel as extra­ 
man of Hook and Ladder Company No. 1 
was accepted. 
C. A. Fisk was elected Superintendent of 
the Fire Alarm. 
M. J. McManus was elected extraman 
of Hook and Ladder No. 1. 
J. B. McManus was stricken from the 
roll as Steward and extraman of Hook and 
Ladder No. 1. and John Shannahau elected 
in his place. 
On motion of Mr. Weil it was ordered 
that the salary of Engineer Cooper, of En­ 
gine No. 3, commence April 1st. 
Sam McDonald, foreman of Engine No. 
2, was elected foreman of Engine No. 3, 
James L. Atkinson receiving Mr. Slater’s 
vote for the position. 
James L. Atkinson, extraman on engine 
No. 2, was transferred to engine No. 3. 
Joseph Kline was elected extraman on 
engine No. 3. 
J. W. Guthrie was unanimously elected 
foreman, and John Grisby and Peter Hen- 
ninger extramen of engine No. 2. 
Thomas Burke was elected driver of en­ 
gine No. 3, H. H. Buckrath receiving Mr. 
Slater’s vote. 
On motion of Mr. Weil, Dan McDonald 
and H. H. Buckrath were stricken from 
the roll as driver aud foreman of the hose 
company at Niueteeth and L streets, as the 
company goes out of service on the 1st of 
April. 
Dan McDonald was elected driver of the 
hose carriage of engine No. 3, H. H. Buck- 
ruth receiving Mr. Slater’s vote. 
It was announced that the extramen 
would not take their places until engine 
No. 3 goes into service. 
a p r e s e n t a t io n . 
As the Board was about to adjourn J. 
W. Guthrie, Foreman of Engine No. 2, 
stepped forward and said : 
" I have been requested by the members 
of the Sacramento Paid Fire Department to 
represent them this evening ia the per­ 
formance of a very pleasant duty.

Griffitts, you entered the service of tha

I9FBCLAL DISPATCHES TO THE EECORD-UNION. ] 


K ansas City, March 29th.—An explo­ 
sion occurred in Mine No. 6 at Rich Hill, 
Mo., this afternoon. One hundred miners 
were buried. Forty dead bodies have al­ 
ready been taken out. 
THE REPORT CONFIRMED. 
L ater.—The following dispatch has just 
been received from Rich Hill, Mo.: About 
4 o’clock this afternoon there was a rum­ 
bling sound in Mine No. 6, at this place, 
and a moment after a terrible explosion 
occurred that entirely wrecked the mine 
and buried in the debris over a hundred 
miners, who were cut off from all escape. 
Forty bodies have already been taken out. 
The Superintendent of the rniue was 
taken out badly injured, but will survive 
In the terrible excitement and confusion 
it ir impossible to give a fist of names, or 
even an estimate as to the full extent of 
the disaster, but it is now thought that 
over fifty men were killed.

There were two explosions, 
and it is said the total loss of life will reach 
sixty men. 
Rich Hill is located in Ba es county, 
about sixty-five miles south of Kansas 
City. 
A GENERAL ACCOUNT. 
K ansas C ity, March 29th.—A Journal 
special from Rich Hill says; The most 
horrible disaster that has ever occurred in 
the West happened to-day in Keith & 
Purry’s No. 6 Mine, and as a result a large 
number of men are entombed and thou­ 
sands of dollars’ worth of property de­ 
stroyed. 
Just at the dinner hour, when the men 
were ascending, eight at a time, on the 
cage, a terrible gas explosion occurred, fill­ 
ing every entry with a flame of tire, which 
shot out of the shaft. 
It cannot be ascertained to-night just 
how many men are yet in the mine. 
The work of removing the debris and 
cleaning I be shaft has been going on all the 
afteruon, but it will be several hours before 
much can be done towards entering the 
mine proper.

The Story of th e M an W ho W as C aught 
by the Second Explosion. 
K ansas C ity, March 29th—p. m.—A 
Journal special from Rich1 Hill says: A 
reporter called at the residence of the 
Superintendent at 11 o’clock and found 
him propped up in a chair, with his face 
and haniis bandaged and scarcely able to 
talk, but he made the following statement: 
"At just 7 minutes after noou 1 was tele- 
§ 
honed that an explosion had occurred in 
o. 6. I went out as soon as possible and 
found the south cage, ou which the men 
always ascended, stuck in the shaft. I 
went down on a tub lowered with ropes and 
found all badly burned and in a frenzy. 
In fact 
t h e y w e r e c r a z y . 
Some were shouting, and others singing. 
We finally managed to be hoisted by means 
of ropes and pulleys, in a fainting condi­ 
tion, and it was then ascertained that the 
north cage could be worked. I then called 
for volunteers to go down with me to see if 
the poor fellows at the bottom could be got 
out. Robert Brick, George Henry, Charles 
Smallwood and Mat. Duleland responded. 
When we reached the bottom I looked 
through into the entry and saw a light, and 
asked who was there. A voice responded, 
• Gray,’ and I told him to put out his light. 
I then asked him to crawl to me, but he ex­ 
pressed that he couldn’t do so, and I 
leached through the small aperture and 
dragged him onto the cage. Just as ibis 
was done, the wind rushed with the veloc­ 
ity of a cyclone up the entry, putting out 
all our lights but one. This’was followed 
by two loud reports, and 
A SEETHING FLAME OF FIRE, 
Which came with a deafening roar, com­ 
pletely enveloping us and shooting out of 
the mouth of the shaft 240 feet above our 
heads. We were all terribly burned and 
thought our time had come. The flames 
ceased as suddenly as they had come, and 
we had to abandon the attempt to save the 
others. I yelled to the men on top to hoist 
away, and after what seemed hours we 
were started up and taken out in safety, 
though badly burned and greatly ex­ 
hausted.” 
ALL PROBABLY DEAD. 
It is probable that all who were in the 
mine at the time of the first [second ?] ex­ 
plosion are dead. 
About eighty-five 
miners were employed in the mine. They 
are mostly negroes, who came from Spring­ 
field, 111., when the mine was opened, less 
than a year ago. 
LATEST— NUMBER OF VICTIMS REDUCED. 
R ich H il l, March 30th—a. m.—No fur­ 
ther particulars are obtainable to-night, but 
it is now said there are not more than 
thirty men in the mine.

W ashington, March 29th.—Representa­ 
tive Morrow, in a conversation w ith your 
correspondent to-day about the new Chi­ 
nese treaty, said: " The economic question 
of protecting American labor from Chinese 
cheap labor is no longer a m atter of dis­ 
cussion. The question now is, can we—by 
treaty stipulations or otherwise—keep the 
Chinamen oat of the country? Is there 
enough diplomatic and legislative skill in 
the country to close the western gate 
against Chinese? I have just read the full 
text of the new treaty and the letter of 
Bayard accompanying 
it, and I 
must 
confess 
that 
the 
skill for this pur­ 
pose, 
if 
it 
exists, does not appear 
in the present Department of State. 1 had 
hoped that the treaty would contain pro­ 
visions for restriction in such plain terms 
that there would be no mistake about it, 
but I am disappointed. The new treaty 
does not, in fact, touch the objections con­ 
tinually urged against the treaty of 1880. 
It will be observed that Bayard’s letter is 
much broader than his treaty. In speaking 
of the first article he says: 
‘ThÍ3 precludes the return of any Chi­ 
nese laborers who are not now in this 
country, and forbids the coming into the 
United States of Chinese laborers from any 
quarter whatsoever.’ 
“ If these words in Bayard's letter had 
only been incorporated into the treaty it 
would have added immediately to its value, 
and I would have been glad to have seen it 
ratified by the Senate. But there is no 
such provision in the treaty, and nothing 
in my judgment, justifying such a claim. 
“ In view, however, of this claim made for 
the treaty by Bayard, I hope the Senate 
will amend the treaty so as to make it con­ 
form to that claim. Let it be provided, in 
so many words, that Chinese laborers shall 
not enter the United States upon any pre­ 
tense or any purpose. This would dispose 
of the prior residence claim, concerning 
which there is not a word in the new 
treaty. Such a provision would also termi­ 
nate the life of thousands of return certi­ 
ficates that now have a m arket value of 
from $fiO to $100 in China. The new treaty 
makes no provision concerning these certi­ 
ficates, and considering their fraudulent 
use they ought to be abolished at once. 
With such amendments to the treaty itself 
we could frame a law that would accom­ 
plish the purpose we so greatly desire.’’ 


D O D G IN G T H E ISSUE.

W a sh in g ton, March 29th.—A Republi­ 
can Senatorial caucus was held this m orn­ 
ing to consider what policy should be lol- 
lowed respecting Morrill’s bill authorizing 
the Secretary of the Treasury to buy bonds 
with the surplus. The various amend­ 
ments that have been proposed and de­ 
bated are extremely annoying to quite a 
number of the Presidential candidates on 
the Republican side of the chamber. 
They do not want the silver question dis­ 
cussed in advance of the Presidential cam­ 
paign, nor do they want to place themselves 
on record at this time for or against any 
proposition such as Stewart has proposed— 
to issue silver certificates oti deposits of 
bullion. They want the bill recommitted 
without instructions to the Finance Com­ 
mittee, in order that the discussion can be 
put off. 
The Pacific coast Senators are opposed to 
the scheme of the caucus, and will resist it 
to the best of their ability.

T h e S en ate. 
W a s h in g t o n , March 29th.—In the Sen­ 
ate to-day, Dawes introduced a bill to estab­ 
lish Courts for Indians on the various res­ 
ervations ami to extend the protection of 
the laws of the Stales and Territories over 
all Indians. Referred. 
Mitchell offered a preamble and resolu­ 
tion (which went over) instructing the 
Committee on Territories to inquire into 
the validity of an Act of the Legislature of 
Washington Territory fixing the time for 
the next meeting of the Legislature. 
Berry addressed the Senate on the sub­ 
ject of the President's annual message. 
The Senate then proceeded to the consid­ 
eration of bills on the calendar. Among 
the bills passed were the following: 
Appropriating $80,000 for a public build­ 
ing in Helena, Montana. 
Changing the boundary of the Yellow­ 
stone National Park, and providing police 
and other regulations therelor. 
Increasing the lim it of expenditure for 
public buildings at San Francisco to $850,­ 
000. 
Granting the right of way to the Denver 
and Rio Grande Railroad Company across 
the military reservation 011 Uucompabgre 
river in Colorado. 
To authorize the Cheyenne Street Rail­ 
road Company to build its road on and 
across the Fort D. A. Russell military 
reservation.

C h icago, March 29th.—The first serious 
trouble since the inauguration of the Bur­ 
lington switchmen’s stnke occurred this 
afternoon about 5 o'clock, at Tainsey street 
and Western Avenue. A Burlington switch 
engine and crew attempted to transfer some 
freight cars to the Northwestern tracks. A 
crowd of switchmen of other roads, to­ 
gether with a miscellaneous mob of roughs, 
were standing about and jeering the new 
men. W hen the train reached the West­ 
ern Avenue switch it was thrown by some 
one and a number of cars were ditched. 
The mob then drove the freight engineer 
and new switchmen away, using them 
roughly. 
OFFICERS MOBBED. 
Six or eight Pinkerton men were on the 
train, and attempted to repel the attack, 
but were quickly disarmed and took to 
their heels to escape the mob. 
General Superintendent Bessler, of the 
Burlington road, who was on the train, was 
soon recognized by the mob and set upon. 
He was badly used up, having both eyes 
blackened and being badly punished, but 
finally he made his escape into the switch- 
house. 
Thirty city policemen were then brought 
to the scene, and the mob quickly dis­ 
persed. 
William Quirk, a Milwaukee and 
St. Paul switchman, was arrested. The 
crowd followed him to the West Madison 
station and oflered any amount of bail for 
his release. The police refused, however, 
and locked him up. 
The Milwaukee and St. Paul switchmen 
then, in tbeir rage, decided to quit work, 
and immediately deserted their trains. The 
whole yard force of switchmen, engineers 
and firemen, 227 in all, stopped, leaving 
twenty-eight engines standing on the track. 
It is supposed that the brakemen of the 
same road will go out to-night. 
TALK OF A GENERAL BOYCOTT. 
An evening paper asserts that at a meet­ 
ing of engineers, firemen and switchmen 
this afternoon, representatives from all the 
roads resolved that a general boycott should 
be declared against the Burlington freight 
on all the lines. The sentim ent expressed 
was that the Burlington road had gone too 
far. There was no reason why the demand 
of the engineers should not have been 
complied with. 
A SHORT-LIVED STRIKE. 
L a t e r .—The strike of the St. Paul men 
came to an end as quickly as it begun to­ 
day. 
At 8:39 p. m two officials of the St. 
Paul Company succeeded in having Quirk 
released on bail. He went at once to where 
the strikers were in session, and was 
greeted with enthusiasm. His prestnce 
put the men in good humor, and it was 
speedily resolved that a resumption of 
work was the proper course to pursue. By 
9 p. m. they were again at their posts, and 
everything on the St. Paul was moving 
along as smoothly as though nothing un­ 
toward had occurred.
